This manner of arming themtelues, is to the in- 
tent they may neuer turne their backe to runne away: 
they haue alſo fierce and light hozfes: they are eigh⸗ 
teene thouſand footemen, apparrelled with a kinde of 
ſoddenleather, made of the ſkinneofa certaineBeaſt, 
ſothat no pike noꝛ Harquebuſh can pearſeit, Theſe 
men are beaſtly people, and wil neuer flie foz any thing,

Here is a Marqueſſe of Galaic called Goes, this 

man leadeth fifteen hũdꝛed men of armes, which 
beallexceeding well armed and lr 
rebuſt men: their hoz les be mozickes, the greateſt, the 
ſtrongeſt, the faireſt, and the beſt that be in the woꝛld: 
there are alſo ſeuenteene thouſand ſouldioꝛs. very wel 
appointed with Launce and harquebuſh : theyz En⸗ 
ligne oꝛ armes is a redde field, with a maide clothed in 
greene, holding a Lion in her hand, with theſe wozds,

Here is a Duke of Falach, called Obeth, who hath

Here is a captaine called Nam(on, which hath vn⸗ 
der him xx. thouſand men, appointed and armed 
with the ckin of a ſerpent, moſt hard a ſtiſle, they 
haue Axes, pollaxes, pikes, harquebuſbes, and other 
kind of weapons: their Enſigne oz armes, is a white 
ſnaile in a blacke ſielde, with a deuiſe about it, By litle 
and little men go very fatre. | 
Ok the tribe of Simeon there is a Pyince of Arſay, 
whole name is not yet known, but they ſay he is a de⸗

Here is a duke of Barlalda, and he is the to 
ok xiii.thouland footmen, which are all Harque⸗ 
buſhers,z carry no fire matches, but ſtrike it with 
à ſtone: they ate apparrelled it armed with ſuch a hard 
kinde ot leather, and ſo enchaunted, that noyzon wea- 
pon in the wozld is able to perſe it thozow. They bee 
alſoveryſwift and light: their — 02 armes, is a 
d2y tree in a blew field, and their e thus, I hope to 
ſpread, and be greene againe. 
7 Ofthe Armie of the Duke Paſill. 
ere is a duke of Paſill called Abia, he hath vnder

are very expert in artiũciall fire, and make the greater 
and mot dzeadfull thinges with ally a man can ima⸗ 
gin they do it either by arte oꝛ enchauutmen, co that 
it ſeemeth that it raigneth fire vpon their enemies, and 
yet notwithſtanding hurteth not themſelues at all, by * 
reaſon they areapparrelled with a certaine Derpents 
Ckin which pzeſerueth them.

Here is an Earle of Albary caled Orut, which hath 

vnder his gouernaunce @ thouſand Hozſe⸗men 

with Lrolle-bowes, ſome of them weare certaiue 
light armour of a kind of hard mettall, with Rapyers - 
and daggers after theyꝛ manner, they fight alwayes 
running, and their hozkes are ſo ſwift that it is won- 
dertun. This man alto hath xx, thouſand hozles bar- 
bed with very fine leather. S 2 pikes and Par⸗ 
tiſans,zx ſuch like weapons. Their Enſigne oz armes 
is a man in chaines, in a fteldparted halfe with greene 
and Purple, and this deuiſe withall, My chaines ſhall 


bind another man.

Fiftly, Jnfidels aud Hereticks, thꝛough great feare 
and dꝛead, will flye and gather together, andaſmuch 
as in them lies, mate war againſt Chꝛiſtian pzinces, 

Dixtly, iu the ſame peare atter the great waters be 
paſt, about the end of the peere will be very great and 
fearefull Sickneſſes: ſo that many people axe like to 
die by the inkection ot ſtrange diſeaſes, 

Sꝛauenthly, there will be thzoughout the Woꝛlde 
great trouble and contention about matters of Reli- 
gion, and wonderful; ſtrange newes vnto all people, 
as concerning the fame. 

E1ghtly, the Turke with his God Mahomet ſhall 
bee in daunger to loole his Septer, thꝛongh the great
